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N. E. GAS TO PROTEST DECISION 


The New England Gas Products 
Company, Inc., through an au- 
thorized spokesman has announ- 
ced that it intends to contest 
the decision of the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals, announced 
last Thursday. 

The Board on last Thursday 
stated that they had unani- 
mously turned down the second 
appeal of New England Gas to 
build an acetylene plant on 
property it purchased from the 
town about six years ago, a 
former part of the old Town 
Farm. 

A decision against New Eng- 
land Gas, last spring was con- 
tested by the company, and 
formal court action began on 
June 26th, but was immediately 
recessed because of an agree- 
ment by the Board of Appeals 
to conduct a second hearing,on 
new proposals to be submitted 
by the company. 

The second hearing was held 
on July 11th, before an almost 
capacity crowd in the Town 
Hall, but the decision was not 
forthcoming until last Thur- 
sday. 

(The full text of the Board 
of Appeals decision fol] ows) 


October 1, 1957 

A public hearing was held in 
the Town Hall on Thursday, July 
11, 1957 at 8:30 pm on the re- 
quest of the New England Gas 
Products Inc., for a variance 
in the zoning laws to allow 
for the erection of a plant on 
their property on lower Main 
Street, to be used for the man- 
ufacture of acetylene and o- 
ther gas products. 

Notice of this hearing was 
published in the Town Crier 
and abuttors were notified 
by mail. 

The New England Gas Products 
Inc., was represented by their 
attorney, Simon Cutter. Mr, 
Cutter presented to the Board 
a list of conditions which the 
N. & Gas Products are willing 
to comply with if they are al - 
lowed to build the aforement- 
ioned plant. These conditions 
oe: substantially as follows: 

‘ost an insurance policy in 
the sum of Two Million Dollars 
against injury to person or 
property.

HEAVY OPPOSITION AT 
DUMP HEARING 


4 adjoutned hearing on a con 
troversial proposal for a dump 
in South Wilmington, on or off 
Lower Main Street is to be re- 
sumed one week from tonight at 
8 pm., this time probably in 
the High Schod mditorium, so 
as to afford seats for every- 
one, and to allow the Board of 
Health an opportunity to pre- 
sent pictures or other mater- 
dials of a similar nature on a 
movie screen. 

The Board of Appeals snnounc- 
ed this decision on %t.. 3rd, 
after an excited hearing 
which lasted nearly one and a 
half hours, in the Town Hall. 

Clarence Spinawla, of bum 
present owner of about 90 ac- 
res of land in South Wilming- 
ton, known to everyone as Mo~- 
ran’s', proposed to improv 
his land for a future indus 
trial use, by filling the p! 
perty, with a public dump, the 
dump to use the so-called 
‘land-fill’ method. 

The proposal found the Board 
of Health doing most of the 
talking in favor, and about 51 
or more abuttors and interes~- 
ted persons against it. Only 39 
of those present signed their 
names as being against it, 
on a paper circulated for that 
purpose by the Board of Ap- 
peals. 

Chai rman Wal ter Hale, of the 
Board of Appeals found it nec- 
essary to use his gavel on 
many occasions, during the 
hearing, in order to preserve 
order. 

Speaking for the proposal was 

the entire board and the san- 
itarian of the Health Dept. 
) Sanitarian Patrick Thibeau 
stated that the ‘land fill’ - 
method consisted of digging 18 
foot wide trenches, with an in 
tervening space between them, 
filling them with rubbish, and 
then covering the results. 

There wuld be no fire allow- 
ed, he stated, and little fire 
hazard. The operator wuld be 
bonded for his operation. Thi- 
beau, at one time stated that 
the amount of the bond could 
be $50,000, a figure that was 
corrected by Gus Walker, also 
of the Board of Health,as ‘any 
amount necessary’ . 

Thibeau told the hearing that 
the Board of Health had ap- 
proached the present omer, af 
ter looking over his property, 
and proposed the dump. He also 
stated that ‘if there are my 
rats or vermin we will close 
the dump ediately’. 

Vinal Lewis, of the Board of 
Health, added to this, ‘We 
want that dump properly run, 
and we will see that it is’. 

Gus Walker, also of the Board 
of Health described the pur=

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THE TOWN DUMP 

Seven or eight years ago there was a serious 
attempt to have our town dump relocated, an ef- 
fort that met failure because no two secti ms 
of the town could agree.: A committee worked on 
the problem for three years, and then gave up.° 
Everyone agreed that a new town dump was ne- 
cessary, and then individually agreed on the 
same thought - that it was going to be in some 
other part of town than where the individual re 
sided, and at the same time was going to be 
handy for the individual.: 

There was a more or less diaphanous proposal 
to locate the town dump behind the cemetery. It 
was defeated by having the residents of Federal 
Street rise up in arms at the town meeting. 

Now that the town dump is closed, and a tem- 
porary dump located on private property at the 
end of MacDonald Road, the residents of that 
street have visited the Selectmen enmasse, on 
oecasion, to protest the dump being in their 
neighborhood.’ 

Last Thursday the residents of Chestnut St 
and lower “Main Street opposed a proposal for a 
dump in their area.- 

We dm't blame any of the individuals con- 
cerned - but - where are we going to have a 
dump? 

The present contract lasts until Dec. 31, 
1957. On January 1, 1958 the omer of the pre- 
sent contract can name his price, if the town 
wishes to continue the status quo. We do-not 
suggest that he will attempt to "gorge" the 
tom, but he will have it in his power, if the 
Board of Health has to start negctiations with 
the premise "You are our only salvation". It

‘know, Mr John Q Public would say "what odors 
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one choice, on that date. 

We do not feel that using a private dump is 
to the best advantage of the town. 

We are not necessarily sold that the land 
fill method, as proposed by the Board of Health 
last Thursday is the very best method. We are 
almost inclined to the belief that a daily burn 
ing method is better than that which was pro- 
posed, but we freely admit that we do not know, 
and certainly have no pretensias of setting 
ourselves up as experts on the question. 

We do know that Reading, and Medford have 
reclaimed swampy land by public dumps. Reading, 
in particular, has done a consistently good 
job, having trees planted tp: screen views of 
operations, etc etc. Reading had daily fires 
which was fine as long as it lasted, but now is 
having difficulty with Wakefield (and vice- 
versa) over those fires. The fires were not con 
ducive to the making of friends, but they did 
leave solid ground, after filling, which can be 
used for almost any purpose. 

There are plenty of places in Wilmington 
that could stand being filled. The present dump 
on Canelas land is one. The proposed site is a- 
nother. A third site that could stand filling 


is the Kelly prop2cty, on Glen Road, adjacent 
to the Wildcat railroad. Many more places can 
be named. 


The problem is: How to fill these properties 
without causing a nuisance to neighbors, with- 
out having any fires, without leaving any ma- 
terials that will cause later fires, in a man- 
ner satisfact wy to the Board of Heal th, the 
State Department of Public Health, the abuttors 
and, perhaps last of all, the taxpayers.’ 


THE STINK AND SMOG 

Everyone from Stoneham tc North Wilmington 
is aware of the fact that a stink sometimes 
comes out of the Aberjona River Valley. Every— 
one within a mile of the common meeting point 
of Wilmington, Woburn and Reading is more than 
aware of this stink. 

Last week the Reading Chronicle carried a 
story'to the effect that the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health has written to sev— 
eral firms in the Aberjona Valley, asking what 
if anything has been done to alleviate the 
odors, and asking for a reply by Nov. 15th. Two 
Woburn firms were particularly named as being 
the recipients of these letters. 

One of these firms, which reduces fish to 
a popular cat food, has been popularly blamed 
by the public at large for the odors. 

It is quite possible that blame should be 
spread out to more than this plant, or the 
other one named. Within a radius of one mile 
are several other plants. There is a leather 
plant at which Selectman Hagerty has pointed a 
finger of suspicion. There is another large 
place which reduces leather findings to some 
material which might be glue. There are two or 
more chemical plants. There are, we believe, 
three piggeries, in Wilmington and Woburn. 

None of these, we believe, is solely respon- 
sible for the terrible olfactory conditions 
which sometimes arise, to plague the peoples of 
Wilmington, Reading, Woburn, and other towns. 

It can be a fair argument that it is a com- 
bination of odors that is involved, ei bed 
But what we have been wondering, lately is 
if the State intends to investigate the atmos- 
pheric cmditions in the Aberjona Valley. 

It has been noticed that the odor is most 


widely spread at times that are conducive to 


"light ground fog" - in other words times of

TOWN NOTES 


Weather 

An absolutely dry week, up 
to Sunday. Not one blessed 
drop of rain fell, to ease the 
parched ground, 

September, we are told, was 
the driest in over 30 years, 
The total rainfall of .97 
inches was lower than it had 
been since back in 1926. 

The Harvest Mon 

This is the week of the H 
vest Moon. It was full 1 
Tuesday, and rose at sunset. 
For several more days it will 
rise just shortly after sunset 
the only one of the 13 moons 
of the year to do so. 

Everyone understands that the 
sun rises earlier in the sum- 
mer than in the winter, be- 
cause in the summer it is in 
the northern hemisphere. In a 
manner of speaking we. ‘see it 
around the comer quicker’ the 
corner, of course, being the 
earth, or globe,-on which we 
live. 

Many people also understand 
that the moon rises later, 
each evening, the yearly aver- 
age being a little over 55 
minutes. 

And that is where the Har- 
vest Moon comes in 

As it starts to wax (grow 
bigger) it is far down in the 
southern hemisphere, but is 
traveling northerly at a con- 
siderable rate of speed. Like 
our sun, under similar circum- 
stances, it rises a little 
earlier each day as it travels 
north. 

But the harvest moon is going 
north at a far greater rate 
than at any other time, even 
faster than does the sun, The 
consequence is that its time 
of rising, for several even- 
ings is advanced almost e- 
nough to overcome the 55 min- 
utes that it loses each day. 
The early New Mgland farmers 
noted this, and used the moon - 
light of those evenings as 
extra working hours. It gave 
them extra time to haul in 
such things as shucked corn 
stalks and winter wod 
They most assuredly did not 
‘harvest’ their ordinary crops 
by the light of the Harvest 
Moon, because the Harvest Moon 
arrives after the first good 
freeze, of each fall. 
Tonight, if you wish, you 
can peer to the eastward and 
see a moon that is perhaps 
larger than the ordinary, ris- 
ing out of the murk in the 
east. If you do, and if you 
should stop to meditate, you 
may perhaps understand why the 
Harvest Moon became famous in 
folklore, and later became the 
darling of Tin Pan Alley.

temperature inversions. 

A temperature inversion, perhaps it should 
be explained, is a condition when warm air over 
lies cold air, and is to be noted particularly 
in valleys as a condition that accompanies 
"smog", such as prevalent at times in Los An- 
geles California, and Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 

In both of those places a study of the temp- 
erature inversion factors led to the discovery 
of the causes of the smog, and to rules which 
have at least partly alleviated those causes, 
and reduced the smq@ hazard. 

Perhaps a similar study might be made of the 
Aberjona Valley. 


SOMETHING TO BE SAID FOR THE DEVIL 

Popularly blamed by many residents of the 
Wilmington-Woburn-Reading triangle for the 
source of odors is a cat-food plant, on the 
Wilmington-Woburn line. The plant is in Woburn, 
but some of the land, including a pond, is in 
Wilmington. 

Old time residents of Wilmington can remem- 
ber the predecessor of this plant, which was 
popularly known as "Murphy's" and stood on 
Eames Street in South Wilmington. It was, in 
its day, a "real stinker". 

It finally burned down, and when rebuilt a 
new site was chosen, just over the line in Wo- 
burn, leading some Wilmington residents to ob- 
serve that we lost the taxes, but still kept 
the stink. 

Then General Foods purchased the place. That 
company spent a sum of money which might exceed 
half a million dollars, to get rid of the caus- 
es of odors. 

They had a 10 inch water main laid down, 
from the Wilmington Water Department to their 
plant. They installed another diesel pump in 
the Brown's Crossing pumping statim, all of 
which they paid for in cash, and which Wilming- 
ton eventually paid for in the sale of water to 
the plant, which was in those days popularly 
referred to as “Aberjona". 

The Wilmington Water Department, and the tax 
payer of Wilmington was the gainer, as the re- 
sult of that deal, even though General Foods 
was eventually repaid in water service for its 
costs. 

In addition to this General Foods made_ex-

tensive use of the waters in the pond, Vipe 


lines provided for an exchange of water. 

It was all an effort to ash the air inside 
the plant - something akin to what happens to- 
day under modern air-conditioning. 

The efforts of General Foods were not entire 
ly successful, so they took another step. 

They employed a Reading man, at a salary of 
$50 a month, to be "Mr. Nose". He lived not too 
far away, and it was his duty to inform the 
plant of any time he smelled an odor, so that 
corrective steps could immediately be institut- 
ed. 

General Foods finally sold the business, and 
it is in the hands of other operators today.’ 
What they are doing we do not know, but it is 
hard to believe that they have entirely aban- 
doned the efforts of their predecessars.’ 

Perhaps there are additional things which 
can be done, at this place. We do nt know.’ If 
such things can be done, then they should be 
done. If the common nuisance which exists is 
the fault of these people then they will un- 
doubtedly deserve any action that the State 
Health authorities may invoke. 

But, as has been pointed out here, a lot of 
money has been spent, and that much credit does 
accrue to the plant. 

And, as has been pointed out previously, it is 
possible that other places must share the blame 

t is a problem for the State Department of 
Public Health to solve.

Gent] emen: 

Through the columns 

of your paper Mrs. Gunn and I 
wuld like to thank the Bil- 
lerica Fire Department for 
their personal service to Mrs. 
Gunn and myself last week. 

You mentioned, in your Town 
Notes Column that the Wilming- 
ton Water Department had to be 
called to turn off the water 
in a hydrant. 

Actually,’ the Billerica Fire 
Department had broken that hy- 
drant. They drained all the 
water out of the Hopkins St. 
Main, in doing so, and also 
out of our hot water heater, 
to our considerable alarm. 
For the past year we had been 
unable to get water pressure 
in our home. We had told the 
Wilmington Water Department 
of our troubles frequently, but 
they had not afforded us any 
relief, telling us that it was 
because we were the last house 
on the line, 

Our water pressure was so low 
that it would take us half an 
hour to accur ate enough wa- 
ter for a bath, and then it 
would be only a little in the 
bottom of the tub, orange col- 
ored at that. 

When the Billerica Fire De- 
partment broke that hydrant 
they flushed out the Hopkins 
Street main, in fact they 
emptied the line, perhaps by 
their pumps. 

They evidently pulled out the 
plug that was in the line, and 
which the Wilmington Water De- 
partment did not seem to know 
of. We now get water with 
plenty of pressure. 

Our only trouble is that it 
is still very rusty. Our white 
sheets are now orange in color 

d the children’s underwear 

@: to be seen to understand 

what has happened to our water 
supply. 

But anyway, our thanks to the 
Billerica Fire Department, for 
giving us adequate pressure in 
our home, Our thanks to Mr. 
Williams of the Water Depart- 
ment for his patience in try- 
ing to get the rust out of the 
line. He has called here al- 
most daily, and in some cases 
twice a day.

which will render the land 
worthless; and also protect 
the interests of legitimate 
gravel operators of this town 
who have substantial invest.- 
ments in_their business. This 
two-fold problem came to a 
head in the case of Mr Mike 
Benevento, who visited the Se- 


lectmen during the evening. 
Substantial Investor 

Mike Benevento is the ower 
and operator of a large gravel 
pit in the town and the co- 
owner of the Red E Mix cement 
plant. He spent several hours 
with the board discussing his 
operations. In 1948, Mr Bene- 
vento was given a variance by 
the Board of Appeals; this 
variance, however, does not 
constitute a license by the 
Board of Selectmen.; this fact 
seemed to cause confusigy 
during the discussion. Bec: 
of the large extent of his 
gravel pits, Mr. Benevento 
objected to the provisions 
which require him to survey 
the property. A solution was 
reached when the Selectmen 
agreed that the Town Pngineer, 
George Maynard, should visit 
the pit and specify for Mr, 
Benevento exactly what had to 
be done to conform with the 
regulations. 

Benevento pointed out to the 
Board that he had a large 
amount of real estate in- 
volved, with a number of 
buildings; that in this case 
the town already had the pos- 
sibility by means of liens to 
enforce regulations without 
the need of added bonds. 

Because Mr Benevento’ s trucks 
operate wholly within his 
property and do not have to be 
registered by the State, they 
are exempt from the regulation 
requiring a $100 bonding fee, 
it was agreed by the Select- 
men. 

One Licensed Upsrator 

At the moment, there is only 
one properly licensed operator 
in the town: Mr Evans who op- 
erates a pit at the inter- 
section of the old Salem and 
Lowell Railroad. Mr Evans’ pit 
is in the proposed right of 
way of the new Route 28, which 
is a permissible site for a 
new gravel pit according to 
the new regulations. Mr Evans’ 
operators are taking gravel to 
Lynnfield, a town which allows 
no gravel operations. Fees re- 
quired for the trucks in- 
volved have been paid as regu~ 
lations require. All other 
gravel operations in the Town 
of Wilmington are supposedly 
at a standstill since there 
are no other valid licenses. 
However, two pits which are 
located partly in Wilmington 
and partly in North Reading 
are using only those parts of 
the pits which are in North 
Reading, and therefore outside 
the jurisdiction of our Board 
of Selectmen. 

Cronin Bros. 

The Cronin Brothers have tem- 
porarily suspended operations, 
jpending a study of the new 
regulations, Town Manager 
Joseph Ourtney stated. 

They have filed an applica- | 
tion for a new license, a li 
cense which is now pending be-™ 
; fore the Selectmen. 

ther Applications 

Millard Pipes of Chestnut St 
has filed an application for a 
license for a gravel pit which 
is in the route of a proposed 
!highpower tension line, to be 
erected by an electric company. 

The Selectmen were of the 
opinion that this would be a 
case similar to the proposed 
pits in the route of Route 28, 
and that it should be allowed 
as the land was to,be taken 
from Mr Pipes by eminent do- 
main. 

Fred Smith, of Ooncord St has 
also filed applications for 
his pits, on which action is 
now pending. 

Several other gravel opera- 
tors apparently have not filed.
